DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . In response to the amendment received March 9, 2009: 

a. Claims 1, 3, 4, 6, 7, 9, 11, 13, 15, 17-19, and 22 have been cancelled as 
per Applicant's request. Claims 10, 12, 14, 16, 20, and 23 are pending. 

b. The previous rejection of record has been withdrawn in light of the 
amendment, as the cancellation of the claims as listed above render the previous 
rejections moot. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 10, 12, 14, 16, 20, and 23 are allowed. 

In the non-final office action mailed on October 29, 2007, Examiner has already 
set for the reasons for allowance of claims 10 and 20. Such reasons are incorporated 
herein. Since claims 12, 14, 16, and 23 are dependent on claim 10, they are allowable 
for the same reasons.
